Foley applied 
for tim e to procure ev iden ce from this 
coun try bearin g on his case. 
His ap­ 
plication , was denied and he was ad­ 
judged guilty on ev ery charge and dis­ 
m issed from the army. 
In the routin e 
of busin ess Presiden t Roosev elt ap­ 
prov ed this finding. 
L ater Gov ernor 
Magoon of the Pan am a canal zone re­ 
ported that the ev iden ce which Foley 
should hav e been allowed to procure 
showed that he was en tirely innocent 
of ev ery charge brought. 
On this find­ 
ing Presiden t Roosev elt has just or­ 
dered Foley reappoin ted to his grade. 
The law. howev er, prohibits the ap­ 
poin tm en t ot a civ ilian as com m is­ 
sioned officer in the arm y un less he is 
un der the age of twenty-sev en. F o ley 
is ov er the age limit, and the only 
way to restore him will be through a 
special act of congress.

en and Fran cis B. Loomis, first assist­ 
an t secretary of state. 
Mr. Bowen declares that the "V en­ 
ezuelan scan dal con stitutes a n ation al 
disgrace.” 
He 
asserts 
that 
“the 
Loomis 
scan dal” 
perv aded 
C aracas 
and 
con stan tly 
"grew 
worse 
and 
w orse.” 
Mr. Bowen says that shortly 
after he called the m atter to the a t­ 
ten tion of the departm en t of state he 
receiv ed a cable from W ashington of 
a diplom atic prom otion th at would 
remov e him from C aracas. 
“I adm it 
he declared, "th at 1 re­ 
garded the offer as an attem pt to 
bribe i..e v eiled un der the offer of a 
higher po t on and in spired by Mr.

Trust an d Safe Deposit compan y , fo r 
y ears rated amon g the most reliable 
fin an cial in stitution s in this commu­ 
n ity , has closed its d oors an d Albert 
L. Tabor, a state ban k examin er, was 
appoin ted to take temporary charge. 
The compan y will 
liquid ate an d J. 
Hampton Moore, its presid en t, will 
probably be appoin ted perman en t re­ 
ceiver. 
It is the belief of the board 
6f d irectors as well as Receiver Ta­ 
bor that all d epositors will be paid in 
full. This, however, wilt b<£ d eterm in ­ 
ed by the perman en t receiver. 
It is 
believed a n ew compan y # iil be or­ 
gan ized . 
The failure of the compan y was the 
d irect issue of the forgeries of the 
late Ben jamin J. Gaskifl, the ban ker, 
who it was learn ed Tuesd ay , a mon th 
after his d eath, had raised man y cer­ 
tificates of stock from on e to 100 
shares an d borrowed mon ey on them, 
in this con n ection Presid en t Moore 
said : 
“Begin n in g fit T898 this compan y 
loan ed to R H. Gaskill A Co.. upon 
most excellen t securities, un til the ag 
gregate of the loan reached $ t55,000; 
of this amoun t $ 70.000 was paid after 
Mr. Gaskin 's d eath. 
That left a bal­ 
an ce d ue the con ppan y of $ 85,000, for 
which It was believed the collateral 
security amoun ted in value to $ 127.- 
000. 
These securities, left with the 
compan y several y ears ago. upon ex­ 
amin ation have been foun d forgeries. 
Their actual value was a little over 
$ 5,000, makin g the loss to the com­ 
pan y n early $ 80,000.” 
This loss. ad d ed * to those sustain ed 
d urin g the brief ten ure of office of 
Presid en t A. E. Appley ard , who was 
compelled to resign six mon ths ago. 
an d the fact that the compan y had 
certain 
liabilities 
upon 
its 
surety 
bon d s in d uced the d irectors to d iscon ­ 
tin ue the acceptan ce of d eposits an d to 
apply for a receiver. 


Govern or Han ly Is Determin ed to En ­ 
force His Position .
